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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an edge node with a number of input 
ports including ingress ports for packet receiving from subtending data source, a 
number of output ports including egress ports for packet transmitting, an edge controller 
connected to all ports, an input control port for transmission of control signals, and an 
output control port for transmission of control signals that forms multiple-source flow- 
allocation requests where each request specifies directed pairs of edge nodes and a 
flow-rate for each pair as recited in independent claim 5. 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a core node with a number of input 
ports including ingress ports for optical signal receiving, a number of output ports 
including egress ports for optical signal transmitting, a core controller with a burst- 
descriptor generator and a burst scheduler to receive burst-admission requests and 
single-source flow-rate-allocation requests from the input ports as recited in 
independent claim 9. 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a core node with a number of input 
ports including ingress ports for optical signal receiving, a number of output ports 
including egress ports for optical signal transmitting, a core controller with a burst- 
descriptor generator and a burst scheduler to receive burst-admission requests and 
single-source flow-rate-allocation requests that determines burst-sizes and inter-burst 
intervals so that any two successive burst transmission instants equals the size of a 
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burst eligible for transmission at the second of two successive burst transmission 
instants as recited in independent claim 11. 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a network with core nodes having 
core controllers, edge nodes having edge controllers to form multiple-source flow-rate 
allocation request, each specifies flow-rate allocations from one edge node to one other 
edge node and directs the flow-rate allocation requests to one core node with a burst- 
transfer regulator that generates burst-transfer to comply with flow-rate constraints and 
a network controller in contact with a subset of edge nodes as recited in independent 
claim 20.
